Bell's Telephone "Toy" 


"Hello, Watson! Do you hear"me?" Those were the 


first words that went vibrating over the telephone fifty 
years ago. They were uttered by Alexander Graham Bell, 
a poor young man of Boston who had conceived the idea 
of talking over a wire. 


,, 
Watson heard him and answered. The dream had be- 


come 'a reality. Both men hurrahed over the wire and 
exchanged congratulations. But Watson was simply an 
assistant. Bell was the brains of the enterprise. He it 
was who had dreamed the dream, and his was the triumph. 
And yet he hardly could, have previsioned that by the end 
of fifty years there would be over 16,000,OOp,dOO telephones 
in use in the United States or that a- city like Los Angeles 
would ,be.making 1,700,000 telephone calls a day. 


Half a century ago today Bell patented his first tele- 


phone. He exhibited it at the Centennial exposition at 
Philadelphia in 1876. Nobody considered it seriously. 
Most of the people who saw it or heard voices over it said 
it was merely a toy; that it never could amount to anything 
and that the claims of its inventor that it would in a large 
measure displace the telegraph were idle, 


But certain men of vision saw that the toy might be- 


come very useful to mankind, so they began to make 
.'phones of their own, slight variations from the Bell idea, 
and to sell or rent them. Bell had no money to fight these 
infringements. 
He worried himself ill over them. As he 


lay in,his bed in the hospital he said, "There are thousands 
of telephones in use and I have not realized a penny from 
my invention." Not until he had made over $200,000 
from other inventions did he have the means to combat 
the usurpers. He brought suits against 600 of them and 
won every case. Then he began to realize something from 
what had been considered the worthless stock of the first 
telephone company. In time he became enormously 
wealthy. He devised and patented other useful inventions, 
but none that was one-half so useful as the telephone. 


The arrival -of the semicentennial of the telephone's 


birth is provocative of reflection. One thought that strikes 
deeply :is, what would the world be today without this 
important means of communication? What business would 
it bje doing, what wealth would it'be creating? _It-is;true 
that ba^ek in the early '70's people probably were rjust as 
happy as they are today, but a. rapid means of communi- 
cation certainly means something, and if we, were to be 
deprived of the telephone we would consider it a grievous 
loss. 
' 


The many improvements on the old Bell telephone and 


the expansion of the 'system make it possible for a vaca- 
tionist at Avalon to carry on a conversation with another 
at Havana .over a circuit 5500 miles long beneath the wa- 
ters of two oceans and across a, continent. Millions of 
people make millions of calls over circuits of different 
lengths all over the. world,. 


Bell's "toy," perfected by many minds and hands, has 


turned out a wonderful plaything. Private enterprise and 
the labor of thousands of men and' women have given our 
country the leadership in telephone service. This evident 
from the fact that the United States, wth but 6 per cent 
of the world's population, has 61 per cent of the world's 
telephones. We have one telephone for every nine per- 
sons, while in Great Britain there is one for thirty persons, 
and in other parts of Europe the proportion is still less. 
This contrast affords still another proof of the primacy 
of American enterprise and the superior rate of American 
progress.—Times.

minutes about cheerfulness as a virtue. We sometimes 
meet a cheerful person and we think: "Oh, but it is easy 
for him to be cheerful, he has a sunny disposition."' Buti.

see the silver lining of the clouds. The Bible is so full of 
God's promises to us that tomorrow we will be cared for 
just as we have been today, and we have tested these out 
so many times and found them to be true, why do we forget 
to leave thing's to Him and trust? 


With what thoughts do you awaken in the morning? 


Have you so formed the habit of cheerfulness, that upon 
regaining consciousness after the rest of the night, you 
thank God for your blessings, enumerating them in your 
mind? Do you ever think along this line?—This one day, 
no matter what difficulties may arise, I remember to have 
faith and know that God is with me constantly, and I will 
be cheerful. This day I let my light so shine that those 
about me shall receive the reflection and be strengthened 
by the rays of sunlight. I will remember that life is a 
mirror and will give to the world the best I have and the 
best will come back to me. 


A good beginning of the day by these thoughts will 


help so much towards forming the habit of wearing a smile 
which will brighten the corners where we are. 


A smile, straight from the heart, one which carries 


with it the message of faith and hope, i& something we can 
all give*to many to lighten their loads, and at the same 
time these smiles will bring us dividends of happiness.—

DEHYDRATION DISCUSSED 
In the atfernoon a report on arti- 


ficial dehydration was submitted by 
Prof. A. W. Christie of the College 
of Agriculture, and assistant inspec- 
tor for the association during the 
past two seasons. Dehydration is 
here to stay. Though costs be high- 
er than for sun-drying, the insur- 
ance factor and speeding up of de- 
liveries more than offset the differ- 
ence. All plants in California did 
excellent work in 1925. Total costs 
ranged from $6.50 per dry ton on 
large plants to $9.50 on small plants, 
the difference being due to the ap- 
portionment of overhead charges up- 
on a tonnage basis, favoring the 
large plant run continually to full 
capacity. 
Labor, fuel and power 


costs averaged $2.75 per dry ton.
